These telegrams clear 
up, to some extent, the perplexing state 
in which Renter's telegrams left the 
operations of Qeneral . Roberts . and 
General Brown. The last we heard of 
the Kuriam force was that, after having 
disastrously defeated the Amesr’s troops 
at the Peiwar Pass, it had arrived at 
Shuter Gurdan on the 14th December. 
Since then we have heard nothing more 
of Géneral Roberts; we have not been 
told whether he found the enemy pre- 
pared to contest his passage through the 
Shutar Gurdan Pass, which is only about 
fifty: miles from Cabul, or wh-ther-he 
had quietly settled down on this side or 
the other side of the Pass to wait for the. 
return of the warm weather, Lt is 
pretty clear that for some reason General 
Roberts has made~a lengthened halt 
when within a few days’ march of the 
Afghan capital, otherwise he must have 
by this time reached Cabul. . This is 
what the Indian—telegrams. say of him, 
A-telegram, dated the 6th December, or 
the fight at Peiwar, 
ptates that the enemy fled in great con- 
fusion; and that.the Shutar Gurdan Pass 
had been left, presumably, undefended.
